A NEW £5 million college campus has officially opened in 
the Black Country. 

Stourbridge College has modernised its main campus at Hagley Road 
with a stylish new building created for a fresh generation of learners. 
The site has centres of excellence for engineering, health and social care 
and early years. 

During the grand opening, guests saw students hard at work in the new science and IT 
laboratories which are part of the revamped A-level suite. 

A range of events took place at the opening of the campus, which is part of Birmingham 
Metropolitan College. 

Performing arts students celebrated Stourbridge College through the years and music 

students provided background entertain¬ 
ment. 

Margot James, who is defending her seat 
in Stourbridge, performed the official open¬ 
ing and unveiled a glass sculpture in the 
new reception area which was created by 
artist, Allister Malcolm of Broadfield House 
Art Museum. 

Iris 

The piece, called The Vision, is based 
around the iris of an eye. The artist said he 
was inspired by his determination to follow 
his dreams. 

Head of Stourbridge College Wendy Ste¬ 
vens said: “Today is the realisation of our 
ambition to create the very best in teaching 
and learning facilities in the Black Country. 

“Students and staff are absolutely 
thrilled to have moved into new classrooms 
with state of the art IT technology and be¬ 
spoke facilities for engineering, health and 
social care and early years. 

“We now have a real presence in Stour¬ 
bridge town centre with a fantastic land¬ 
mark building which is providing a real 
draw for local students and employers. 

“Our aim is to build on the legacy of the 
college and help more local people realise 
their dreams,” said Miss James. 

“It has been really exciting following 
its progress over the past year and it’s an 
amazing investment for Stourbridge. 

“Undoubtedly, the college boosts our 
local economy by ensuring young people 
and adults are equipped with the right 
skills to fill gaps needed by local employ¬ 
ers, but I’m especially impressed with their 
commitment to ensuring people also have 
the right employability training to get into 
work.” 

Stourbridge College has roots in 160 
years of education and history in the Black 
Country. 


Action plan to 
boost mental 
health service 

AN action plan has been drawn up to 
improve care for people with mental 
illnesses in the Black Country. 

Health chiefs in Dudley and Wal¬ 
sall have drawn up a joint plan of ac¬ 
tion for how they will work together 
to improve services. 

The scheme is part of the mental 
health crisis care concordat, which 
is a national agreement between 
services and agencies involved in the 
care and support of people in crisis 
which sets out how organisations 
can work together to make sure that 
people receive urgent mental health 
care. 

Mona Mafouz, clinical lead for 
mental health at Dudley clinical com¬ 
missioning group, said: “The concor¬ 
dat sets clear expectations about the 
standard of crisis care people should 
be able to expect in Dudley and it is 
a huge step forward. We must keep 
up momentum on this and support 
people who have a mental health 
problem to move towards recovery.” 

Matt Bowsher, Dudley Council’s 
boss of adult social care, said: “Our 
action plan draws together a range 
of sectors and organisations. We are 
all committed to positive mental 
health.” 


Idea for glass 
walkway at 
campus axed 

FRESH plans have been lodged for 
a £3 million performing arts centre 
at Halesowen College after concerns 
about the original designs were 
raised by fire chiefs. 

The new complex was due to be 
connected to other buildings at the 
Whittingham Road site by a glass 
walkway, which the college had 
hoped to use as an exhibition space 
and break area for students. 

But fire officers said as the link 
way would be the main escape route 
for the block in an emergency, it 
would need to be left clear. Revised 
designs have now been submitted for 
a stand alone complex after bosses 
said they would not be able to use 
the glazed walkway as hoped. 

The performing arts centre is the 
latest stage of a revamp at the site, 
with £20m being invested in replac¬ 
ing buildings. It will provide teach¬ 
ing rooms and rehearsal space for 
students on music, drama and dance 
courses. The college has been strug¬ 
gling to provide enough space for the 
growing number of students taking 
performing arts courses. Some cur¬ 
rently having to travel off campus to 
use facilities at Benjamins, a func¬ 
tion hall in the town centre.

The beer is exclusive to drinkers 
at The Cat and will only be availa¬ 
ble for the rest of the month. And 
the youngster has been trying his 
hand at pulling pints of the ale. 


The pub has a second reason to 
celebrate after being crowned the 
Campaign for Real Ale’s South 
Staffordshire pub of the year for the 
third year running. 

Mrs Hicks said they were still 
making plans for her son’s birthday 
at the moment. 

“It is great Enville Ales has 
brewed the beer to honour Har- 
vey-Joe’s birthday,” she said. 

“People have already sampled it 
and it is selling like hot cakes at the 
moment. It is really popular. 

“Everybody at the pub loves Har¬ 
vey-Joe. He is a well-known little 
character.” 

Mrs Hicks, 29, said she and her 
husband had been running the pub 
for three years.

He was struck 
near Dudley Port station at around 6.15am 
on Easter Monday. 

Trains were suspended after the inci¬ 
dent, reported by the driver of a Virgin 
Trains service, leading to delays for bank 
holiday travellers. National Express buses 
and Midland Metro accepted train tickets to 
help. A British Transport Police spokesman 
said: “Inquires are ongoing. The matter is 
not being treated as suspicious. Anyone

Canalside housing 
decision pending 

PLANS to create a new canalside develop¬ 
ment in Tividale will be decided next week. 

Developer Cameron Homes Ltd has 
submitted proposals to build 60 homes on 
the site of a former refuse tip to the rear of 
Tipton Road. 

The company believes the land is the 
ideal location for new homes because of 
nearby transport links and leisure services. 

A decision was due to be made by 
Sandwell Council last month but members 
decided a site visit was needed first. 

Members of the planning committee are 
now set to make a decision on April 15. 
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Laptop cops won't do, says ex-chief

A FORMER Black Country police chief 
has blasted cuts to forces up and down 
the country, warning that officers can¬ 
not work ‘from Costa Coffee with a lap¬ 
top’. 

Richard Green is a retired Chief Su¬ 
perintendent who previously headed 
policing in Wolverhampton and Brierley 
Hill. He believes the level of cuts in the 
region have amounted to a form of ‘van¬ 
dalism’ on front-line policing. 

Last month it was revealed up to 
2,500 West Midlands Police officers and 
staff are to be axed in the next four years 
as the force battles to save £120 million. 


Bosses have already been forced to cut 
£126m from the budget and lose 3,000 
people from the payroll since 2010. 

Mr Green said: “The cuts under¬ 
mine some of the most serious aspects 
of policing. If police officers are not in 
the community they do not learn about 
things such as vulnerable young people 
who might be involved in terrorism, or 
the abuse of young people. 

“They are simply not there to receive 
messages. You cannot police from Costa 
Coffee with a laptop. You need to be out 
in the public.” 

Mr Green was speaking outside Dud¬ 


ley Police Station last week after a visit 
by Labour’s shadow policing minister, 
Jack Dromey. 

He gave his ‘personal support’ to Ian 
Austin and Natasha Millward who are 
standing for Labour in Dudley North 
and Dudley South. 

He also backed the campaign by Mr 
Austin, defending a slender Labour ma¬ 
jority in Dudley North, to save the front 
desk at Dudley Police Station from clo¬ 
sure. “It should be accessibility for all, 
not just those lucky enough to come 
across an officer on patrol or those with 
access to the internet,” he added. 


Thumbs up for £2.5m 
visitor centre at hall 


A £2.5 million visitor centre will 
be built at Hagley Hall and Park 
later this year as part of the lat¬ 
est stage of works to reopen the 
site to the public. 

Lord Cobham, who owns the 350- 
acre estate, says work could start by 
the summer to create the centre off 
the A456. 

Councillors on Bromsgrove District 
Council have granted planning permission. 
Some campaigners including members of 
the Halesowen Abbey Trust and Hagley 
Parish Council had objected. 

Their concerns include fears over the im¬ 
pact on Green Belt land, extra traffic on the 
busy route and subsequent pollution risks. 

The scheme was approved subject to an 
agreement that proposed rangers’ accom¬ 
modation is for the sole use of estate em¬ 
ployees. 

Lord Cobham, Christopher Lyttleton, 
says he is pleased that progress can now be 
made with the aim of reopening the park - 
which has been closed for more than three 
decades - in 2016. 

Entrance 

He hopes income from up to 100,000 visi¬ 
tors a year will provide sustainable revenue 
aimed at helping pay vast costs associated 
which maintaining the 18th century hall 
and park. “It is good that we are now at 
the stage when work can start later on this 
year,” he said. 

The visitor centre would be the main 
entrance and will be built on fields off the 
A456 opposite the Badgers Sett pub. 

New link roads will be built to access 
the site on the Stourbridge-bound side of 
the dual carriageway. Outline plans seek 
to create a car park for up to 180 vehicles 
including coaches. 

The centre will incorporate education 
and history exhibitions showcasing Hagley 
Hall and Park through the decades includ¬ 
ing study areas for visiting school children. 

There will also be a restaurant, gift shop 
and outdoor seating area alongside a chil¬ 
dren’s play area. 

Over recent months the ornate casades, 
waterfalls and pools have been cleared and 
rebuilt. Pathways which once led walkers 
on picturesque routes through the park 
have also been re-marked and relaid.

Graeme Pounder, a piano teacher 
and tuner from Stourbridge, do¬ 
nated a piano to High Lodge Care 
Home in Iverley. 

The instrument is already prov¬ 
ing very popular as residents 
gather round to sing old time 
songs. It is also helping to play a 
big role for those who suffer with 
dementia. Care Home manager Pa¬ 
tricia Stevenson said: “Music has 


such a wonderful ability to bring 
back memories that can otherwise 
be lost to dementia. 

“The piano has made a huge dif¬ 
ference to our residents and for one 
lady in particular, Jean Howard, 
who used to sing in a local choir 
and was a prominent member of 
the Stourbridge Operatic Society. 

“When it arrived it was not long 
before I heard music being played 
and it was Jean who was sitting in 
front of it. 

“Fond memories just came hood¬ 
ing back and is was wonderful to 


see.” He added: “Singing and play¬ 
ing music is so good for memory 
but also for social interaction. We 
cannot thank Graeme enough for 
donating what is such a wonderful 
gift.” 

Set in four acres of grounds, 
High Lodge is registered with the 
Care Quality Commission CQC to 
provide residential care for up to 29 
residents. 

The home also provides short 
stay accommodation for those in 
need of respite care or convales¬ 
cence. 


£lm chapel 
restoration 
project now 
under way 

A LONG-awaited flmillion project to 
restore the landmark grade II listed Lye 
and Wollescote Chapels has begun. 

Scaffolding has gone up around the 
building which houses identical Angli¬ 
can and non-conformist chapels. 

When restoration work is completed, 
the venue will be leased to Dudley Coun¬ 
cil as a register office. 

David Trevis-Smith, project organiser 
for West Midlands Historic Buildings 
Trust, said: “This marks the next stage 
of many years of community proposals 
led by West Midlands Historic Buildings 
Trust to repair the Grade II listed build¬ 
ing and regenerate it to safeguard this 
Victorian landmark. 

Charitable 

“Following successful grant applica¬ 
tions to the Heritage Lottery Fund and 
other charitable sources, the project will 
create a suite of facilities for use by Dud¬ 
ley Council citizenship and registration 
services. 

“Specialist building contractors Croft 
Building & Conservation will be on site 
over the coming months, bringing the 
historic structure back into a state fit 
for re-use.” 

The building will have a waiting lobby 
and two reception areas as well as a wed¬ 
ding ceremony room and an office for 
staff. It dates back to 1878 and has been 
closed for the past 20 years. 

The project is looking to set up a 
friends group which will work alongside 
the existing small group of dedicated vol¬ 
unteers. 

Rates incentive to 
open toilets to all 

COUNCIL bosses in Dudley have ap¬ 
proved a scheme which would allow 
shoppers to use toilet facilities in pubs, 
cafes and restaurants without having to 
make a purchase. 

It will run at locations across Dudley 
borough that have lost public toilets. 

Dudley Council is offering businesses 
in the borough a rates reduction if they 
allow public access to their loos. 

Finance boss Councillor Stuart 
Turner has approved an amendment to 
the authority’s discretionary rate relief 
policy. It would see businesses offered a 
£700 per year rates reduction for taking 
part. 

A number of public toilets across the 
borough were closed by the authority 
some years ago as part of cost cutting 
measures, to save up to £150,000 a year. 

Park yobs target 
of police initiative 

POLICE are targeting yobs drinking 
and vandalising King George VI Park in 
Wordsley. 

Neighbourhood officers have been 
working to establish the new Street 
Watch project in the town in a bid to 
curb anti-social behaviour. 
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Lecture link 
to London 
bombing is 
condemned 

MUSLIM leaders in Dudley have con¬ 
demned extremism following revela¬ 
tions that terrorists who carried out 
the London 7/7 bombings visited a 
radical preacher in Dudley. 

A jihadist turned MI5 spy Aimen 
Dean revealed the lecture took place 
months before the murders of more 
than 50 people. 

The three men - Mohammad 
Sidique Khan, Shehzad Tanweer and 
Germaine Lindsay - were part of the 
four-man group which carried out the 
attack in London in July 2005. 

Fifty two people were killed and 
more than 700 were injured when 
four bombs were detonated on Lon¬ 
don Underground trains and a dou¬ 
ble-decker bus in Tavistock Square. 

In an interview Mr Dean said in his 
role as an undercover agent he attend 
a lecture in the winter of 2003 was 
given by Anwar al-Awlaki. 

It has emerged was involved in 
planning terrorist operations for the 
Islamist militant group al-Qaeda. 

About 30 to 40 people met in the 
converted flat on the first floor of a 
building to hear the lecture. 

This week members of Dudley Cen¬ 
tral Mosque and the Dudley Muslim 
Association condemned the meeting. 

Spokesman Amjid Raza said: “We 
are disappointed to hear about this 
but we have never heard anything 
about this until now. 

“This is the first time we have 
heard about this. We condemn this 
extremism and we continue to work 
closely with the whole community.” 


Date for town 
hall to reopen 

A £55,000 scheme to carry out vital 
repairs on the ceiling of Dudley Town 
Hall has been completed and the ven¬ 
ue is expected to reopen on April 22. 

The hall, in St James’s Road, has 
been forced to close for four months 
after loose plaster was discovered on 
the ceiling. 

Alongside repairs to the ceiling, 
work has also taken place to reinforce 
the balcony ceiling. 

Tea dancers will kick off the new 
entertainment schedule. The hall will 
also host comedians Ken Dodd on 
June 20 and Milton Jones on October 
2 . 

Other events include The Good Old 
Day of Variety, American Superslam 
Wrestling and a performance by the 
Soul Survivors.

Dream come true as 
patient meets UB40

‘IT has made me feel stronger, like 
there is something saying to just keep 
going.’ 

So says Nicola Moore, a 32-year-old mother-of- 
two who was told just weeks ago she has terminal 
cancer. 

last week, after thousands of people rallied on¬ 
line to support her, Nicola, of Wordsley, ticked the 
main item off her bucket list - meeting her idol, 
UB40 singer Ali Campbell. 

She said: “When that door opened I just froze. 
Everything was in slow motion. 

“Ali has made me feel good in myself now and 
more like I can try and get on with my illness. He 
seems a strong person himself and he understands. 
I’ve had my wish come true now.” 

Two months ago Nicola, mother to 12-year-old 
Chloe and 19-month-old Shyann, was diagnosed 
with cervical cancer. 

After a dose of radiation treatment, just five 
weeks ago she received the news her cancer was 
terminal. With the help of Compton Hospice’s PR 
and marketing officer Grace Ruston, Nicola posted 
her wish to meet UB40 on Facebook last Wednes¬ 
day afternoon. 

By the time reggae legends Ali and Astro walked 
into her room 24 hours later, the post had been 
viewed by 2.5 million people, and had been shared 
on Facebook more than 48,000 times.

Back in Birmingham for just one day before 
heading to London to begin rehearsals for a na¬ 
tional tour, the timing could not have been more 
perfect. 

Ali said although they had had a few similar re¬ 
quests in the past, Nicola was ‘a bit more special’. 

“Wednesday night 500 people were interested, 
then 5,000, then 30,000, then 2.5 million on Thurs¬ 
day morning. 

“I have had messages from Mississippi, New Zea¬ 
land, Australia - ‘Are you going to go and see this 
young lady?’ 

“Yeah man, we’re on our way.” 

Astro added: “How can we not go?” 

Meeting Nicola had been very humbling, he said. 
“At the end of the day these are the people who 
have supported us throughout our careers...these 
are hardcore fans who have stood by us through 
thick and thin. 

“We were happy that we were in the neighbour¬ 
hood and we made her wish come true...of all the 
people and bands in the world she chose us, I feel 
honoured.” 

Aware she was in for some sort of surprise, 


Nicola had no idea who was going to be visiting. 
She said: “I have had some poorly days this week 
but this has just changed it all. I’m so happy, just 
chuffed. I’m just shocked, I feel like glass.” 

Describing Ali as ‘incredible’, Nicola said she had 
been a fan of the band since she was a child and her 
mother would play their music. 

She said: “He had the walk - that style, that cool 
walk coming towards me. 

“I felt like something was pulling me, it felt like 
he’s coming to me now like God was coming to hold 
my hand. 

“He winked at me as well and gave me a kiss on 
the cheek and held my hand, I couldn’t believe it.” 

Nicola sang a few lines of ‘Rat in the Kitchen’ for 
them, as they chatted about their childhoods and 


compared tattoos. Ali and Astro pledged to dedi¬ 
cate last Friday’s session on Radio 2’s Chris Evans’ 
show to Nicola, as well as a song at their Notting¬ 
ham show tonight (Thursday) which she will be 
attending as a VIP guest. 

Nicola’s mother Susan Colman, 52, said it was 
wonderful seeing her daughter smile. “To see her 
happy again after what she has been through is tre¬ 
mendous,” she said. 

“We never thought it would go like this, just 
posting something on the internet.” 

Miss Ruston said: “When Nicola first told us 
about this she was in a lot of pain and she looked 
quite unwell. 

“Seeing her now and showing her all those mes¬ 
sages, she just looks so bright and so happy.”

Patrols against 
off-road bikers 

POLICE patrols are being increased 
around a Dudley nature reserve fol¬ 
lowing complaints about off-road 
bikes. 

Residents living near Fens Pool in 
Brierley Hill have reported the bikes 
being used during evenings and week¬ 
ends. Members of the Brockmoorand 
Pensnett police team have pledged to 
tackle the issue and have increased 
patrols. They said: “As the lighter 
night return, so does the issue of off 
road bikes.” 

Those causing a menace on the 
bikes face having them confiscated. 

Driver in court 
over fatal crash 

A MAN has appeared in court charged 
with causing death by dangerous driv¬ 
ing. 

Jamie Wharton, aged 29, was behind 
the wheel of a Nissan Skyline when it 
careered through a garden wall in St 
Peter’s Road, Netherton, last June. 
Front seat passenger Timothy Pear¬ 
son, 23, suffered fatal injuries. 

At Dudley magistrates court, Whar¬ 
ton, of Birch Coppice, Quarry Bank, 
was released on unconditional bail 
to appear at Wolverhampton Crown 
Court on June 23 for a plea and case 
management hearing. 

Burglary suspect 
held in custody 

A MAN has charged with carrying out 
a series of burglaries at homes across 
Dudley borough. 

Scott Pooler, aged 39, and of no 
fixed address, was arrested outside 
the Cousins store in the town centre, 
after the furniture shop reported a 
lamp had been stolen. 

He was charged with seven counts 
of burglary and one theft and, at Dud¬ 
ley Magistrates Court, was remanded 
in custody ahead of an appearance at 
Wolverhampton Crown Court. 

Letters in favour of 
supermarket scheme 

MORE than 100 letters in support of a 
supermarket on the site of a landmark 
pub in Dudley have been lodged. 

Aldi has lodged proposals to demol¬ 
ish The King Arthur, beside the Bir¬ 
mingham New Road, to make way for 
the store. 

The supermarket says its plans for 
1,000 sq ft store will create 40 jobs and 
have a 94-space car park. 

Nearby residents have written 
to Dudley Council in support of the 
scheme. 

Police probe stabbing 

A STABBING victim was in a stable 
condition in hospital after being at¬ 
tacked in broad daylight in Coseley. 

The 38-year-old man was stabbed 
twice in the car park at The Royal 
Hotel in Castle Street at 4.15pm on 
Saturday. Police said inquiries were 
ongoing.

Man jailed after newsagent robbery 


A ROBBER has been jailed for more 
than four years for his part in a ter¬ 
rifying raid on a newsagents in the 
Black Country. 

John Garratt and an accomplice 
stole £500 worth of cigarettes and 
attempted to steal a cash box from 
M&S News in Tipton after threaten¬ 
ing the shopkeeper with a claw ham¬ 
mer and pushing her to the floor on 
November 21. 


David Bennett, prosecuting, said 
the robbery left the woman ‘un¬ 
nerved’ and unable to work in the 
shop on her own, though she did not 
suffer physical injuries. 

She was behind the counter when 
drug addict Garratt, aged 28, and an¬ 
other man approached her wearing 
face masks. One of them then raised 
the hammer before attempting to 
take the cash box but was pushed 


away by the shopkeeper who called 
for help. The other was stealing cig¬ 
arettes from behind the counter and 
was also pushed away but forced her 
onto the floor. The woman’s family 
caused one of the robbers to run 
while the other threatened the fam¬ 
ily with the hammer before fleeing. 

Mr Bennett said Garratt had nu¬ 
merous previous convictions for rob¬ 
bery. Thomas Schofield, mitigating, 


told Wolverhampton Crown Court 
that Garratt, of Elwell Street, West 
Bromwich, was ‘remorseful’ about 
his crime. 

Recorder Anthony Lowe said there 
was ‘no point’ in lecturing about 
his crimes because previous judges 
had done the same without Garratt 
changing his behaviour. He sen¬ 
tenced him to four years and eight 
months in prison. 


Construction work at 
market hits traders

MARKET traders in Dudley 
claim they are still losing 
business despite moving 
into new stalls as part of a 
£6.7million revamp. 

Stallholders say customers are 
being driven away by the noise of 
the on-going construction work in 
High Street. 

Work started in January last year, 
leaving the traders in temporary 
stalls for more than 12 months and 
throughout the Christmas period. 

They have seen their takings 
plummet and and despite most of 
the stallholders now having set¬ 
tled into the new revamped market 
place, they say they are still finding 
it tough. 

Work is still going on around 
them as the finishing touches are 
put to most of the stalls and traders 
say the noise of the work, which may 
not be complete until August, is de¬ 
terring shoppers. 

Scared 

Roy Eaton, aged 70, who has 
owned his clothing stall on the mar¬ 
ket since 1956 and now works there 
part-time for his son, said the work 
had been disruptive. 

“I think it’s time it was done, 
now,” Mr Eaton said. “It is nice and 
clean but it has just taken too long 
and caused too much disruption. 

“I think you do have to give it 
time, but I do think customers are 
being scared away by the work.” 

Graham Southall, aged 51, of 
Derby End Road, who has worked 
on a vegetable stall on the market 
for 12 years, said: “We have been 
told that it will be August when they 
are finally finished - we just want it 
to be done now.” 

John Millar, acting strategic di¬ 
rector for economy, environment 
and housing at Dudley Council, said: 
“We are in the process of putting 
the finishing touches to the market 
place area and when complete will 
benefit the business community, 
shoppers and visitors alike. 

“The overall scheme is on sched¬ 
ule and in budget, and is due to be 
completed by early summer.”

A CHARITY hopes loose change will add up to thou¬ 
sands of pounds for a cancer unit at Dudley’s Russells 
Hall Hospital. 

Members of the Leukaemia Unit Appeal Fund are 
once again holding their jam jar appeal to bring in cash 
for the good cause. And they hope residents will show 
the same level of support as when they first staged the 
appeal three years ago. 

The charity supports the hospital’s Georgina Unit and 
raises funds through events and its two shops in Upper 
Gornal and Tipton. 

The last jam jar appeal was held over the course of the 
three months and raised £3,000 for the unit. This time, 
because of its previous success, the charity has decided 


to extend the campaign. It kicked off last week and will 
run for six months. 

People can pick up a jam jar from the charity’s shops 
in the Arcade, Upper Gornal, and Unity Walk Arcade, 
Owen Street, in Tipton. 

They are then asked to place their loose change into 
the jar and bring it back to the shop once full. Alterna¬ 
tively people can fill up their own jam jars with coins and 
donate it to the charity. 

Charity bosses said they had already donated around 
£150,000 to the unit. 

Ros Bratt-Wytton, charity trustee, said: “It is for a 
very good cause and people are always very generous in 
their support.” 


Wheelchair 
users' legal 
challenge 
to temple 

WORSHIPPERS are suing the largest 
Sikh temple in Wolverhampton after 
accusing it of discriminating against 
people in wheelchairs. 

The group accuses the Guru Nanak 
Sikh Gurdwara in Blakenhall of leav¬ 
ing people in wheelchairs outside the 
main prayer room and making them 
sit behind screens in the dining room 
because they are unable to observe 
the custom of sitting on the floor. 

Papers have been filed with the 
County Court in Birmingham. Letters 
have been sent by Paul Uppal and Pat 
McFadden, both seeking re-election as 
MPs in Wolverhampton, reminding 
the gurdwara of its obligations under 
disability discrimination laws. 

About 10,000 people regularly use 
the Sedgley Street gurdawara. Cam¬ 
paigners say people in wheelchairs 
cannot reach the prayer room because 
a lift is not always available. The com¬ 
mittee says no-one is being excluded 
and plans are in place for a new build¬ 
ing which will improve access. 

Rajinder Bassi, chairman of the 
Sikh Forum Wolverhampton, said 
about £5,000 has been raised through 
donations to fund the legal challenge. 
“What is happening to disabled and 
older people is degrading,” he said 

Gurdwara management say more 
facilities for disabled worshippers will 
be provided under a £2 million re¬ 
vamp. A spokesman said: “We make 
as far as possibly practical reasonable 
adjustments that are also consistent 
with our practices to accommodate 
people with disabilities taking account 
of our faith’s traditions.” 

Escape for driver 
as car overturns 

A MOTORIST had a lucky escape 
after a car overturned, landing on 
a grass verge off a road near Stour¬ 
bridge. 

The occupant was able to walk away 
unhurt from the accident on the A449 
between Stourton and Kinver. 

Fire crews, paramedics and police 
were called to the accident at the 
junction off Dunsley Road at around 
1.30pm last Wednesday, April 1. 

It is believed two cars had collided 
and one vehicle, a blue Vauxhall 
Corsa, had flipped over onto its roof. 

One person was able to get out of 
the car and was checked over by par¬ 
amedics at the roadside. No one re¬ 
quired hospital treatment. 

Both vehicles were checked to en¬ 
sure they were safe and crews from 
Stourbridge fire station left after 2pm. 

Start date for work 
on council houses 

WORK to create new council houses 
on the site of a former care home to 
help meet demand will begin in June. 
Areal Lodge in Sedgley will be con¬ 
verted into eight bungalows and six 
apartments. Planning permission was 
granted for the scheme in February.

Mr Graham died after a short 
illness, aged 85. He belonged to the 
Wolverhampton-based family com¬ 
pany, widely regarded as one of the 
most successful in the newspaper and 
print industry.

Mr Graham succeeded his father, 
Malcolm Graham, as chairman of the 
Claverley Group in 1993 after a life¬ 
long career in the business. 

A keen motor enthusiast, he lived at 
Worfield near Bridgnorth, was a life 
member of the British Racing Driv¬ 
ers’ Club and was a game shooting 
enthusiast. His wife Sara said she was 
especially thankful for the care he re¬ 
ceived at the Princess Royal Hospital 
in Telford, where he passed away. She 
said: “I was jolly lucky to have been 
married to him for nearly 35 years.” 

Claverley CEO Phil Inman said: 
“Mr Graham was a major force in the 
success of our business. His career, 
which spanned more than half a cen¬ 
tury, saw the MNA and its sister com¬ 
panies achieve significant triumphs 
amid times of fierce competition and 
constant change.” 


Asbestos cause 
of fitter's death 

A RETIRED heating fitter has died as 
a result of exposure to asbestos dur¬ 
ing his working life. 

Roy Timmins, 73, of Board School 
Gardens, Upper Gornal, died in Rus- 
sells Hall Hospital, in Dudley, on De¬ 
cember 27 last year. 

The inquest held in Smethwick 
Council House was told that Mr Tim¬ 
mins had worked for Combat Engi¬ 
neering Limited in the 1970s. His 
duties involved him making holes in 
asbestos sheeting and removing lag¬ 
ging from cast iron pipes. 

He was previously diagnosed with 
the condition and received a compen¬ 
sation payout shortly before his death. 

The cause of death was given as 
chronic pulmonary disease, asbesto- 
sis, small bleeds and heart disease.

Clampdown on yobs at 
multi-storey car park 


A NEW crackdown on yobs causing 
a nuisance in a Stourbridge shop¬ 
ping centre car park is to take place. 

Police have applied to use a Public Space 
Protection Plan (PSPO) to deal with anti-so¬ 
cial behaviour plaguing the Ryemarket, which 
includes skateboarders and BMX riders get¬ 
ting in the way of motorists, sometimes skat¬ 
ing dangerously down ramps. Walls have been 
daubed with graffiti. 

The PSPO is a new power under the Anti-So¬ 
cial Behaviour, Crime and Policing Act 2014 
which enables councils to deal with problems 
in public spaces by imposing conditions for the 
use of that area. 

Staff and shoppers have complained about 
the problems in the car park. Now members 
of the Wollaston and Stourbridge town police 
team have pledged to tackle the issue. 

Sgt Andy Holder, who is leading the police 
team tackling the problem, said: “Due to re¬ 
ports from shoppers and shop staff at the 
Ryemarket shopping centre of youths acting in 
an anti-social manner in the multi-storey car 
park it has been decided to include this as an 
issue for the team to address. 

Patrols 

“We are in the process of potentially apply¬ 
ing for a Public Space Protection Plan (PSPO). 

“We have obtained business impact state¬ 
ments and we have also liaised with partner 
agencies, Dudley Council, youth services and 
the fire service. We have issued two stage one 
anti-social behaviour warning letters. We will 
continue with regular patrols in the area at 
various times during our tour of duty.” 

Margaret Scott, chairman of the Stourbridge 
Township Council, said the problem of vandal¬ 
ism and anti-social behaviour in the Ryemarket 
had been an issue for many years. 

“We saw an increase when the multi-storey 
on the ring road was demolished and the Tesco 
was built. They could not go there anymore so 
they all moved to the Ryemarket. 

“You do see them, late at night, causing 
problems with their skateboards and in the 
stairwells. 

“These new protection plans are quite new 
but we have spoken to the police and discussed 
them at meetings and I am 100 per cent behind 
the idea. 

“Not only is there a concern about the behav¬ 
iour, but my worry is that with the way they 
treat the ramps, we could also see a serious ac- 
cident,” Mrs Scott said.

co-ordinator, Dr David Beeston, 
said: “We had planned to increase 
the group after the terribly sad 
death of great favourite Orry, 
a 22-year-old male, who passed 
away last July.

120F temperatures or tucking into a 
packet of Black Country pork scratch- 
ings to keep his strength up, Dave is 
once again a superb ambassador for the 
region. 

With his last minute packing -before flying 
out to Morocco - including his trusty Black 
Country Flag, Dave has completed weeks of 
tough training in preparation for the six-day 
event. 

The father-of-three, who is a devoted Bag¬ 
gies fan, has already helped raise almost 
£20,000 for West Brom’s charity The Albion 
Foundation which supports community pro¬ 
jects including disability sport. 

The foundation established the Tri-Chal¬ 
lenge to bring in vital funds through endur¬ 
ance feats including a charity bike ride and a 
walk between schools in Sandwell. 

And now the final leg of this awe-inspiring 
challenge will take Dave, aged 57, and his two 
guides Tony Ellis and Rosemary Rhodes to the 
desert. 

He is being cheered on by his family in¬ 
cluding wife Deb, who he has been married to 
for 10 years, and daughters Grace, 24, Geor- 
gie-Lee, 13, and 11-year-old Dannie. 

Dave is carrying a locket with him contain 
silver impressions of their fingerprints to help 
remind him of them more than 1,400 miles 
away. 

After touching down in north Africa, Dave 
took a five-hour coach journey to the edge of 
the Sahara. 

Around 1,000 competitors from all around

SCORCHING temperatures in the Sahara 
during the high season can reach up to 120F 
(49C). 

During the Marathon Des Sables a minimum 
daily intake of 2,000 calories is recommended. 
Most participants take between 3,000 to 4,000 
to compensate for daily losses. 

There are snakes in Morocco but compet¬ 
itors rarely glimpse them. Instead they may 
encounter scorpions and mosquitoes. 

Sun hats with neck covers are essential as 
well as Factor 50 sun block. 

Athletes are told to eat a breakfast each day 


and eat high-energy snacks every 20 to 30 
minutes during the race. 

At least four litres of water are available to 
drink every day with checkpoints set up to re¬ 
plenish thirsty athletes. 

People carry up to 15kgs of kit including 
their tent, cooking equipment, food and water 
during the day. 

Each days stage starts from 8am and run¬ 
ners are forced to cope with the high tempera¬ 
tures in the midday sun. 

Competitors are only told their route on the 
first day. One stage will be 50 miles-long. 


the world come to take part in the Marathon 
Des Sables which is celebrating its 30th anni¬ 
versary this year. 

But Dave will be the first ever blind athlete 
to take on the challenge. 

“I’m the first blind bloke and I’m from West 
Brom,” he said. “I get a sense of pride from 
that and it helps spur me on. 


“I’ll have my Black Country flag with me 
and hopefully I’m representing us lot. 

“Everyone has been fantastic with their sup¬ 
port. I can’t thank them enough. Especially 
my family, they have been amazing.” 

Ahead of the challenge Dave had acclima¬ 
tised to the harsh conditions by training in a 
humidity chamber at the University of Bir- 


region 


mingham. Athletes sleep under in tents in the 
desert and face different terrain and condi¬ 
tions every day - including huge sand dunes, 
dried up river beds and rocky routes. 

Each athlete is given a GPS tracker so that 
the organisers can monitor the competitors 
can the make their way through the vast de¬ 
sert. 

Dave has had a full medical and a electro¬ 
cardiogram and was told he could encounter 
heatstroke, dehydration and bites from crea¬ 
tures like scorpions. 

His kit bag weighs around 9kgs and carries 
all his essentials. The only supplies they are 
given is four litres of fresh water each day. 

The only items he will eat each day consists 
of dried food likes noodles, fruit and even cot¬ 
tage pie and chilli con carne. 

The team have to take in a minimum of 
2,000 calories a day and athletes are instructed 
to use tablets to replace essential nutrients 
and electrolytes. 

But Dave added: “I’m also taking a Peper- 
ami and and some pork scratchings too. They 
will help with replacing salts and they are a 
treat too to keep me going.” 

Dave was born with the hereditary disease 
of the eye of Retinitis Pigmentosa which was 
diagnosed at the age of 10. The condition 
brought the gradual deterioration of his sight. 
“At the time I was diagnosed it didn’t affected 
me as maybe I didn’t really understood it. 
From 16 my sight just nosed dived. But it had 
gone by my 20s. 

“Because you get so busy and you learn to 
cope. It still staggers me that just a few years 
ago I could see. Now I can see millions and mil¬ 
lions of lights in front of me, then dull lights 
then almost a honeycomb and it is bright. 

“But it was and is still a frustration. You 
never get used to being blind but you learn 
to accept the fact that barring a miracle there 
are no worries in the world that will bring it 
back.” 

Dave said: “Eve been told the kids look up 
to me and that’s nice. If they can think ‘if that 
old codger can do it, what can we do’. I want 
them to look it that way. If that spurs them on 
then fantastic.”

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zoo boss suspended as 
investigation launched

THE chief executive of Dud¬ 
ley Zoo has been suspended 
pending an investigation into 
his conduct. 

Peter Suddock, who has been in 
charge of the zoo for more than 20 
years, has been suspended on full 
pay. It is understood the suspen¬ 
sion relates to financial matters. 

The investigation will be monitored 
by the Charity Commission, officials 
have announced. 

Dudley Zoo, which is a registered 
charity, is governed by a board of trus¬ 
tees who are answerable to the Charity 
Commission. 

Serious 

Officials at the commission have 
confirmed that they received a ‘Seri¬ 
ous Incident Report’ from the trustees. 

Officials from the attraction, which 
was visited by more than 290,000 peo¬ 
ple in 2014, said the investigation was 
into Mr Suddock’s ‘conduct of certain 
affairs of the zoo.’ 

A Charity Commission spokesman 
said: “We have received a Serious Inci¬ 
dent Report from the charity making 
us aware of the suspension of the chief 
executive. 

“The charity did the right thing in 
submitting this report to us. We are in 
contact with the trustees, who will be 
providing us with further information 
as their investigation progresses.” 

Further details of the allegations 
have yet to be revealed. 

It is also understood that Mr Sud- 
dock’s wife Jill Hitchman has left her 
post as head of media at the attraction. 
She told a follower on Twitter that she 
was ‘no longer based’ at Dudley Zoo. 

One of the trustees, former Dud¬ 
ley Council leader Councillor David 
Sparks, said he could not comment on 
details due to ‘legal considerations’. 
He added: “I have kept the leader of 
the council and the chief legal officer 


informed of events to my knowledge.” 

Dudley Zoo said: “Peter Suddock, 
the CEO of Dudley Zoo, has been sus¬ 
pended on full pay pending an inves¬ 
tigation into his conduct of certain 
affairs of the zoo. 

“The suspension does not consti¬ 
tute disciplinary action by the zoo. 
Whether or not disciplinary action is 
taken will depend upon the outcome of 
the investigation.” 

Mr Suddock’s business career began 
in the engineering industry. He went 
on to become chairman of the Royal 


Wolverhampton NHS Trust, before he 
became chief executive of the attrac¬ 
tion in 1993. 

He has overseen major restoration 
projects at the site in Castle Hill, in¬ 
cluding the renovation of its chairlift 
and famous Tecton enclosures. 

In the past decade more than £1 
million of the zoo’s own funds has 
been spent on a revamp of the site. A 
further £3.05m has been in place for a 
four-year programme of improvement 
as the attraction has become increas¬ 
ingly popular.

A quarter peal of bells rang out from 
nearby Christ Church, where he was 
christened, for 45 minutes. The oc¬ 
casion drew such a large crowd that 
Gough Road, Coseley had to be closed 
in both directions. 

Kelly’s sister Mrs Pamela Whale, 
aged 74, from Upper Gornal said: “It 
is a magic moment to see his work and 
music recognised in this way by so 
many people.” 

Spilling 

Brother John, 72, added: “He was 
known throughout the world but 
never forgot where his roots were.” 

Another brother Tony, aged 75, 
looked at the crowd spilling across the 
street and recalled with a smile: “This 
has meant everything to us. 

“His first band used to rehearse in 
the cellar of the house and made so 
much noise the ground shook. I used 
to warn him that one day they would 
have to close the road because of him 
and now they have.” 

Members of Kelly’s first band, Ricky 
Burns and the Vibras - named after 
a guitar - were also at the ceremony. 
Jimmy Groucutt, now 72, and living 
in Bilston, but not related, said: “We 
started playing when he was 15 and we 
were together for two and half years. 
Fame never changed him.” 


Councillor Aston said: “He was a 
very much loved son of Dudley and 
the respect in which he is held is illus¬ 
trated by the size of the turn out.” 

Fans Thomas Hoyer aged 56 and his 
53-year-old wife Conny flew in from 
their home in Potsdam in Germany to 
be at the unveiling ceremony, and ex¬ 


plained: “We loved his music. He was a 
great musician and a lovely man.” 

Kelly, who was born Michael Wil¬ 
liam Groucutt, lived in Coseley from 
1945 to 1967. 

The house is now owned by Mr Jake 
Hill and his wife Coleen who have 
lived there since 1994. 



SHE laughs easily, smiles a lot and loves company, 
with this 70-something-year-old enjoying a fresh 
confidence in her day-to-day living. 

Fun-loving Shirley Foster, a passionate gardener and 
keen modem sequence dancer can’t wait for some 
sunshine and watch her collection of blooms spring into 
life. 

“I love my collection of poppies. They look stunning 
with their large colourful flower heads and gardening is 
a real therapy,” she says. 

Admitting she “is very privileged to be so fit”, Shirley 
walks wherever she can - she doesn’t drive - and for 
the first time in years is living life with spontaneity she 
has not known for years. Not that she has ever failed to 
embraced the chance to wring every last drop of living 
out of live, but troublesome teeth and ill-fitting dentures 
were for ever eroding confidence.

Fight for borough 
seats could be 
hotly contested 


DAVID Cameron and Ed Miliband are likely to have been losing sleep 
over the rise of Ukip - and the three constituencies in Dudley bor¬ 
ough are a major target for Nigel Farage. 

His party has seen a surge in support with council seats and the European 
Parliament elections. And issues surrounding immigration are top on the list of 
concerns for many of the borough’s voters. 

Of all the seats in the Black Country, none ran closer at the last election. Labour’s Ian 
Austin was made to wait while votes were counted, and then counted again, but emerged 
with a slender majority of 649 votes. 


This time around the seat could be a 
three-horse-race between Labour, the Con¬ 
servatives and Ukip. 

Conservative hopeful, Councillor Les 
Jones said his party’s chances were “as 
good as they had ever been” in Dudley 
North, but regaining the trust of voters 
could be an uphill battle for him. 

Labour’s Ian Austin is standing for a 
third term in parliament having repre¬ 
sented the constituency since 2005. 

Also fighting for Dudley North is Ukip’s 
Bill Etheridge, a Sedgley councillor and a 
Member of the European Parliament. 

Comfortable 

The trio will be joined by former deputy 
leader of the Green Party, Will Duckworth, 
Liberal Democrat Mike Collins and fire¬ 
fighter David Pitt representing the Trade 
Unionist and Socialist Coalition. 

Dudley’s other parliamentary constitu¬ 
ency, Dudley South, could also be a close- 
run race despite a comfortable victory for 
the Conservatives in 2010. Previous MP 
Chris Kelly is standing down after just one 
term, with the candidate to replace him 
being Dudley Councillor Mike Wood. 

Father-of-two Mr Wood, aged 38, is a 
barrister who spent seven years working in 
the European Parliament. Fellow councillor 
Paul Brothwood is standing for Ukip, while

Labour, who held the seat from its creation 
in 1997, have placed their faith in Natasha 
Millward who has been backed by the Unite 
trade union. 

Former teacher Vicky Duckworth, wife of 
Will, is standing for the Green party. 

Making up the list of candidates for the 
Liberal Democrats is Martin Turner. 

A big issue during the Dudley South cam¬ 
paign is likely be the NHS. 

The borough’s final seat will see the Con¬ 
servatives defending a majority of 5,164 in 
Stourbridge. 

Margot James, selected at the last elec¬ 
tion, is likely to hold on to her seat. But 
Labour have put forward a strong local can¬ 
didate in the form of Dudley Council leader 
Pete Lowe. 

He is known in the town having repre¬ 
sented Lye and Stourbridge North as a 
councillor since 2006. 

Chris Bramall, who has lived in the con¬ 
stituency for 21 years, is standing for the 
Liberal Democrats and Christian Kiever for 
the Green party. Ukip are also represented 
by West Midlands’ MEP James Carver. 

The BBC’s Shaun Ley has set up camp in 
the town for the election. With two of three 
seats having the potential to go down to the 
wire, it should be justified. 


Question time for candidates

ELECTION candidates in one of the Black 
Country’s key battlegrounds went head-to- 
head in a ‘Question Time’ style hustings 
event. 

The debate was the first official engage¬ 
ment for former council leader Les Jones 
who will stand for the Tories in Dudley 
North following Afzal Amin’s resignation. 

He was joined on the panel by Labour’s 
Ian Austin, who held the seat in 2010 with a 
majority of 649 votes, Ukips’ Bill Etheridge 
MEP, who has been shown by an opinion 
poll to be in second place for the seat and 
Green Party candidate Will Duckworth. 

Councillor Jones is seen as a ‘trusted’ re¬ 
placement having stood for Parliament in 
2001 and 2005 in Halesowen and Rowley 
Regis. 

He also stood in the West Midlands Po¬ 
lice and Crime Commissioner by-election 
last year and represents the Pedmore and 
Stourbridge East ward on Dudley Council. 


The biggest clash of the debate at High 
Areal School, Sedgley was between Mr Aus¬ 
tin and Mr Etheridge. 

Mr Etheridge told the audience of pupils 
it was a ‘fantasy’ that everyone needed to 
go to university and called for a policy of 
‘academic selection’. 

He said:” If everyone goes to university 
who will be doing the plumbing, who will be 
doing the manual work?” 

But Mr Austin said he wanted to see 
more people from Dudley in higher educa¬ 
tion and he would support the creation of 
an university in the town. 

The Green party’s Will Duckworth said it 
was his party’s policy to extend the vote to 
16-year-olds and added the UK should not 
limit immigration into the country. 

Also taking part was former High Areal 
student Luke Bodin. The 17-year-old is too 
young to stand in the election but called for 
greater redistribution of wealth. 


Tory hopes for key constituency 


CONSERVATIVE chief whip Michael Gove 
dropped into Sedgley and said he believed 
the Tories would still win the key battle¬ 
ground seat of Dudley North, despite their 
previous candidate stepping down. 

The party was forced to choose a new 
candidate for the General Election at short 
notice after Afzal Amin resigned. 

Former council leader Les Jones has now 
been chosen to try to make up lost ground 


after opinion polls suggested the Tories 
were in third place. 

Mr Gove, the former education secretary, 
met with supporters at Sedgley Conserva¬ 
tive Club. 

He said: “Events with Afzal were clearly 
regrettable but it was one individual who 
made a big mistake and paid the price. Les 
is an impeccable candidate and exactly the 
person we need to win this.” 


Labour pledge to rebuild neighbourhood policing 


A LABOUR government would 
set about rebuilding neighbour¬ 
hood policing in the wake of ‘re¬ 
morseless cuts’ by the coalition, 
according to shadow policing 
minister Jack Dromey. 

West Midlands Police is pro¬ 
posing to scale back neighbour¬ 
hood policing as part of its 2020 
future blueprint. Bosses have 
said teams will be given prob¬ 
lems to target, rather than it 
being a ‘universal offer’. 

Speaking outside Dudley Po¬ 
lice Station on a visit to the town 
last week, Mr Dromey, who is 
defending his seat in Erdington, 
said: “The great task for an in¬ 
coming Labour government, as 
the party which built neighbour¬ 
hood policing, is to be the party 


which rebuilds neighbourhood 
policing.” 

Mr Dromey told gathered sup¬ 
porters he backed the campaign 
by Ian Austin, defending a slen¬ 
der Labour majority in Dudley 
North, to save the front desk 
at Dudley Police Station from 
closure. 

“We would certainly be asking 
West Midlands Police to think 
again on the closure of the front 
desk here at Dudley Police Sta¬ 
tion,” he said. “It is much loved 
and much used and I very much 
hope it remains open.” 

Mr Austin said: “We are cam¬ 
paigning on local services like 
police station closures and try¬ 
ing to prevent 400 redundancies 
at Russells Hall Hospital.”

Battle with care firm 
over the minimum wage 


PRIVATE care firms in part of the Black Coun¬ 
try will be forced to pay the minimum wage 
amid fears staff are losing out on hundreds 
of pounds. 

Debra Claridge, of Kingswinford, launched a cam¬ 
paign after claiming carers who look after people at 
their homes are not getting overtime or travel costs. 

She says they end up barely getting the minimum wage 


for the hours they work.

Contract

the minimum wage in some 
cases, and many are los¬ 
ing out on pay for up to 10 
hours a week, with their 
travel costs often not even 
being covered.

Latest figures show West 
Midlands councils are pay¬ 
ing among the lowest in the 
country per hour for people 
to be cared for at home. A 
minimum of £15.74 an hour 
should be paid for home 
care, according to the UK

The average price in the 
West Midlands as a whole 
was £13.90 per hour, with 
Sandwell, Walsall and Bir¬ 
mingham in the lowest 25 
per cent in the UK. 

Dudley Council pays 
£13.74 an hour and Staf¬ 
fordshire £14.39.The lowest 
average price in the region, 
paid by Birmingham City 
Council, was £11.56 .

Why cutbacks put Dr Beeching on the 
wrong track with the rail enthusiasts 


DR Richard Beeching has a bad rep¬ 
utation among rail enthusiasts. His 
name has become a dirty word. 

On the back of his 1963 report ‘The Re¬ 
shaping of British Railways”, more com¬ 
monly known as the Beeching report, the 
government ripped up around a third of 
the national’s rail tracks. 

It was a move which devastated the network, 
costing 67,000 people their jobs and closing 
2,363 railway stations in the process. But much 
less widely known is Beeching’s second report, 
which marks its 50th anniversary in 2015. Just 
don’t expect to see rail enthusiasts celebrating. 

Entitled ‘The Development of the Major Rail¬ 
way Trunk Routes’ the report cemented much 
of what had been achieved by the earlier pub¬ 
lication and further concentrated future plans 
for the network around a handful of main lines. 

Between the two reports, the West Midlands 
was hit as hard as anywhere.

British Rail was losing £140 million a year

when he took over as chairman of the British 
Transport Commission in 1961. 

His strategy was to implement wholesale 
route closures in an attempt to concentrate 
resources on the core routes and close down 
those sections which were losing money. 

Inevitable 

So in the West Midlands, some of the clo¬ 
sures were inevitable. It emerged from Dr 
Beeching’s studies that the Windmill End 
station, just outside Dudley, had been used by 
just one passenger a day, and it was surely lit¬ 
tle wonder that the town’s three-mile Bumble 
Hole line was to close. But Beeching did not 
stop there. 

While most people expected that some of the 
smaller towns would lose their rail links, he 
proposed the closure of all passenger services 
to Dudley and Walsall. 


Dudley was one of the biggest communities 
in the country to be hit when its station at the 
bottom of Castle Hill was closed in July 1964. 

Walsall station managed to avoid the full 
force of the axe, but had its services drastically 
reduced with just one line being retained to 
Birmingham New Street. Cannock, Aldridge 
and Wednesbury would also lose their stations, 
along with Darlaston, West Bromwich and Great 
Bridge. 

Across the country 4,500 miles of railway 
tracks were put out of use. In their place motor¬ 
ways were being built at a rapid rate and the car 
was seen as the future. 

No longer would rural areas have immediate 
access to the rail network. In many places re¬ 
placement bus services were established, but few 
stood the test of time. 

It is often argued Dr Beeching took a nar¬ 
row-minded view of how money was generated 
on the rail network. 

David Williams, editor of the Severn Valley 
Railway News, explains: “His remit was to re¬ 
duce the deficit that the railways had at that 
time,” he said. “It has been said since that what 


he did was to cut off the bits around the core of 
the network. 

“The trouble was that those fed into the main 
system. What Beeching didn’t take into account 
was just that. 

“He had got a scientific background and not a 
background in the railways. He considered the 
lines and stations independently not the cumu¬ 
lative affect his measures would have. His view 
was a very narrow one.” 

The second Beeching report concentrated on 
stimulating traffic on the core routes. Rather 
than branch line closures it set out which sec¬ 
tions of the main line would be developed, and 
which would not. 

Dr Beeching felt the “bloated” network was a 
legacy from the private foundations of the rail¬ 
ways that was no longer cost-effective. 

His conclusion was that of 7,500 miles of 
‘trunk’ railway only 3,000 miles “should be se¬ 
lected for future development” and invested in. 

It resulted in traffic being routed along nine 
lines. 

Dr Beeching estimated it would save between 
£50-£100m.

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Guilty plea on fraud after 


brides let down on big day 


Money raised in 
late wife’s memory 



A BUSINESSWOMAN behind 
a wedding company that left 
brides in the lurch on their big 
day has pleaded guilty to fraud. 

Disgruntled women set up a Face- 
book page called Burned Brides to 
vent about Sarah Cawthorne and her 
A Little Bit of Bling business. 

Cawthorne, from Hickmerelands Lane, 
Sedgley, pleaded guilty at Wolverhamp¬ 
ton Crown Court to fraudulent trading 
between July 2012 and September 2013. 

Mr Mark Jackson, prosecuting on be¬ 
half of Dudley Trading Standards Depart¬ 
ment which launched an investigation 
into the 31-year-old’s business dealings, 
said she had defrauded customers. 

“But we accept that it was not set up for 
fraud,” he added. 

Couples paid up to £1,400 for the ser¬ 
vices of A Little Bit of Bling, which adver¬ 
tised its ability to provide a wide range of 
decorations for wedding receptions such 
as bespoke bouquets, table centrepieces

and chair covers. It also offered chocolate 
fountains, starlit backdrops and snow ma¬ 
chines. 

But scores of upset couples claimed the 
business had not honoured bookings to 
provide the promised decor and launched 
a Facebook campaign demanding their 
money back. 

At least one claimed to have been left in 
tears on the morning of her wedding on 
September 20 after the firm failed to turn 
up with the decorations she had chosen. 

No details were given to the court after 
her guilty plea and the case was adjourned 
for a pre-sentence report to May 30 when 
the facts are expected to be outlined in 
full. Cawthorne was given bail. 

The Burned Brides Facebook page was 
a co-ordinated attempt to get the couples’ 
money back. Newlywed Sarah Broadley 
discovered just hours before her wedding 
that the decorations she paid £180 for had 


not been delivered and claimed at the time 
she was being ‘fobbed off in her demands 
to get a refund. 

Mrs Broadley, nee Yarwood, married 
Ben Broadley at The Village, Dudley, on 
September 20, 2013. “I broke down and 
was absolutely gutted,” she said. 

Another bride, Tamar Banks, of Row- 
ley Regis, said she had paid £50 deposit to 
Cawthorne and a balance of £225 to book 
decorations for her reception. Her order 
included 100 chair covers and sashes, 
table cloths and runners, a post box, two 
bay trees and a ‘wish tree’. 

But, two weeks before her wedding, the 
Facebook page for A Little Bit of Bling 
‘went down’. 

She said she spoke to Cawthorne, who 
said she had been in hospital but would 
still provide the decorations for the wed¬ 
ding. 

“After advice from family members, I 
requested a refund,” Tamar said in Octo¬ 
ber 2013. “She bank transferred me £125 
and I am still waiting for the rest.”

IF The Fox had a trophy cabinet, 
it would look something like the 
one Sir Alex Ferguson filled dur¬ 
ing his tenure at Man Utd. 

In recent years, The Fox at Chet¬ 
wynd Aston, Newport has enjoyed 
wins from five respected guide books. 

Since 2007, it’s featured in the Good Pub 
Guide, winning its County Dining Pub of 
the Year more times than any restaurant 
ought. 

It’s a perennial feature of the AA Pub 
Guide, it never misses a spot in the Good 
Beer Guide, Alastair Sawday rates it as 
though it had some sort of divine right and 
even Michelin has included it in its listing 
for the UK’s best pubs. 

They say that when you find a success¬ 
ful recipe, you ought to bottle it. Not that 
that advice has reached The Fox. They tend

to bottle ales, fine wines and a deliciously 
fruity juice called Bumbleberry. Recipes are 
saved for the kitchen. 

The Fox is part of the Brunning and Price 
group, which also owns The Armoury, in 
Shrewsbury. It’s one of the region’s finest 
pub groups, coupling decent, generous¬ 
ly-portioned food at affordable prices and 
an impressive selection of drinks with good 
standards of service. The quality of both 
food and service at The Fox is resolutely 
high. 

It’s been the foodie equivalent of some 
sort of 21st century winning machine, 
notching up success after success as it con¬ 
tinues to out-gun, out-run and out-strip the 
competition. 

I’m not convinced with the Good Pub 
Guide’s adjudication that it’s the very best 


dining pub in Shropshire - I can think of 
others where food is of a higher quality - 
but it certainly deserves its recognition. It 
is undoubtedly one of the very best. 

The Fox is a large Edwardian-style pub 
with a mix of quiet nooks and crannies, 
bright sunny rooms and a busy central bar. 

During weekends, high days and holi¬ 
days, its largest vaulted room leads out onto 
a south-facing terrace, with views over the 
gently-rolling countryside and wooded hills 
beyond. 

Strengths 

When my friend and I visited, our 
thoughts couldn’t have been further from 
al fresco dining on summery afternoons. 
We met for dinner a deux on a decidedly 
chilly evening, when the wind was blowing 
a hooley. 

One of the key strengths of The Fox is its 


staff. Overwhelmingly well-mannered and 
polite, they are well-drilled and pay atten¬ 
tion to detail at all times. Despite the invar¬ 
iable rush at the bar, they remain relatively 
unflustered and their youthful exuberance 
and energy transmits itself to diners. 

It’s a classy operation. But the food is 
my favourite part. And on my most recent 
visit, it didn’t disappoint. The Fox isn’t at 
the standards of, say, a Michelin Bib Gour¬ 
mand venue. Nor is it particularly finessed. 
It does, however, offer an innovative and 
creative selection of seasonal food at rea¬ 
sonable prices. 

It’s no surprise that The Fox notches 
up accolades like a lothario adding notches 
to a bedpost. It consistently achieves high 
standards, provides a great environment for 
meeting-and-eating and a menu that offers 
more than same-same-staples like fish-and- 
chips, or lasagne with garlic bread.

The day of execution 
arrives for Tommy 


o far, 2015 is shaping up to be 
a good year for period 
dramas, whether it’s BBC 
Two’s prestigious adaptation of Wolf 
Hall, or viewers swooning over the 
shirtless scything action in Poldark. 

Banished, which follows the first 
prisoners sent to Australia in 1788 
and their battle to survive, hasn’t 
made quite so many headlines. 
However, as we reach the final 
episode this week, it has offered 
plenty of drama and, as you’d 
expect given its premise and the 
fact that it was written by Cracker 
creator Jimmy McGovern, plenty of 
grit. 

Actor Julian Rhind-Tutt, who stars 
as convict Tommy Barrett, certainly 
seems glad that Banished hasn’t 
gone in for the pristine costumes 
and sweeping romance of some 
other dramas - for a start, it meant 
he was cast again type. 

He’s explains: “It was a very 
interesting opportunity to play a 
convict. Tommy is more of a manly 
man than any role I’ve had the 
chance to play recently. I’ve been 
playing aristocratic people, 


politicians, advisors, people like that. 
But Sita [Williams], our producer 
who I worked with 15 years ago 
kindly remembered that there are 
other areas that we might like to 
explore, and so she thought it would 
be interesting for me to have a look 
at Tommy Barrett.” 

In fact it seems just being on the 
set was an education: “I read that 
they sent these 700-odd people and 
300 soldiers out to Australia with 
only six scythes. And with that they 
were expected to start their own 
agricultural community. There is, of 
course, a valid historical opinion that 
the authorities didn’t really care that 
much about what happened to 
them. 

“But what struck me most often as 
I stood on the set - surrounded by 
only a small collection of tawdry 
canvas tents and the most basic 
amenities to survive - was how 
swiftly and miraculously today’s 
modern metropolis of Sydney has 
evolved.” 

Rhind-Tutt even picked up a few 
new survival skills of his own to put 
on his CV. He says: ‘To a full driving 


licence and scuba diving I’ll be 
adding ‘axe work’ - I had excellent 
training from some real Australian 
men, and I can now split kindling 
wood with some degree of efficiency. 

“I can also say I have worked with 
leeches. It’s the moment where they 
actually suck the blood and engorge 
themselves that you have to get 
over psychologically, but I tried it in 
good heart as part of our many 
adventures there.” 

But will he get to put those skills to 
use if Banished comes back for a 
second series? 

It’s not looking promising, as 
Tommy shares a tender embrace 
with his wife Elizabeth on the 
morning of his hanging. They are 
aware it could be their last moments 
together, but not everyone is ready 
to give up hope, as James Freeman 
pleads with the Governor to spare 
his friend’s life, and the Reverend 
Johnson prevails upon Private 
Buckley to forgive his attacker. 
However, it’s Spragg who’s taking 
the most direct action as he fires up 
the convicts to make it clear how 
they feel about the execution...

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Autonomous 
driving now 
even closer

Autonomous driving has been much in 
the news recently but it’s nothing new - 
Mercedes-Benz have been developing it for 
years. 

The marque has demonstrated a commitment to 
autonomous driving for 30 years and now an auton¬ 
omous future is closer than it has ever been before 
with a range of semi-autonomous technology availa¬ 
ble across the line-up. 

This semi-autonomous technology - under the ban¬ 
ner ‘Intelligent Drive’ - is available across the range from 
C-Class to S-Class. 

Examples include DISTRONIC PLUS with Steering Assist 
and Stop&Go Pilot - the vehicle automatically brakes and 
accelerates based on the car in front and can even follow 
the car ahead without any steering input from the driver, 
whilst Active Parking Assist with PARKTRONIC helps detect 
suitable parking spaces and can automatically manoeuvre 
the vehicle into the space. 

While this technology brings Mercedes one step closer 
to an autonomous future this mobility revolution has to take 
place in a series of steps. 

Despite this Mercedes-Benz has demonstrated auton¬ 
omous driving capabilities since 1985 with the EURE- 
KA-PROMETHEUS research project, S 500 INTELLIGENT 
DRIVE and F 015 Luxury in Motion. 

1985 

Daimler-Benz and a group of European Manufacturers 
kick-started the research into autonomous cars with the 
EUREKA-PROMETHEUS research project (Project for Eu¬ 
ropean Traffic with Highest Efficiency and Unprecedented 
Safety). 

The project - over an eight-year period - addressed is¬ 
sues surrounding the future of mobility and suggested 
ways to improve vehicle safety, efficiency and traffic flow. 
The result was the VITA-vehicle (Vision Technology Applica¬ 
tion) which used miniature video cameras behind the front 
and rear windscreens to capture the traffic around the vehi¬ 
cle enabling it to brake, accelerate and steer accordingly. 
The origins of a broad range of innovations, such as lane- 
change, parking assistance and navigation systems can all 
be traced back to this research project. 

1995 

An S-Class prototype test vehicle -equipped with an early 
supercomputer - travelled from Munich to Copenhagen al¬ 
most entirely autonomously on motorways and was able to 
change lanes, overtake and keep a safe distance from the 
vehicle ahead. 

As a result of this prototype in 1998 Distronic adaptive 
cruise control entered production in the S-Class. From this 
technology Mercedes-Benz was able to develop a succes¬ 
sion of assistance systems capable of detecting hazardous 
situations, warning the driver and intervening. 

2010 

A broad range of driver assistance system were intro¬ 
duced in 2010 - now under the banner ‘Intelligent Drive’ 
- enabling vehicles to detect many hazardous situations 
and react as the situation demands. This includes; Collision 
Prevention Assist - standard across the range, Active Blind 
Spot Assist - the system detects a vehicle in the driver’s 
blind spot and, by means of one-sided braking can reduce 
the risk of collision, Active Lane Keeping Assist - which 
works with ESP to pull the vehicle back into its lane if the 
driver unintentionally crosses the lane marking and Active 
Parking Assist - which uses electromechanical direct steer¬ 
ing to navigate the vehicle into a parking space. 

2013 

In 2013, Mercedes-Benz demonstrated that autonomous 
driving is already possible, even in complex traffic. The 
close-to-production Mercedes-Benz S 500 INTELLIGENT 
DRIVE completed a 62-mile journey from Mannheim to 
Pforzheim fully autonomously using production-based sen¬ 
sors - following the route taken in 1888 by Bertha Benz on 
the first ever long-distance car journey. 

2015 

With the F 015 Luxury in Motion (Pictured above in San 
Fransico), Mercedes-Benz demonstrates what form ‘Intelli¬ 
gent Drive’ might take in the future. 

The car’s role is evolving from merely a means of trans¬ 
port towards a comfortable place for passengers to utilise 
their new-found free time. The electric-hybrid system has a 
total range of 684-miles and can operate in manual or au¬ 
tonomous modes. 

The driver is connected to the outside world via a choice 
of six screens integrated throughout the interior, controlled 
via eye-tracking, gesture recognition or touch. This auton¬ 
omous concept car is based on a future scenario - ‘Vision 
2030+’ - where the already limited space in today’s cities 
becomes more restricted and autonomous driving is social¬ 
ly accepted. 

A major part of everyday trips will be covered in auton¬ 
omous mode - creating a new driving culture - freeing up 
time for the driver and creating a retreat for pass en g er s. _

Sure-footed 
when going 
gets tough

SEAT’S latest model is certainly different: it’s 
the first car I’ve ever driven that’s fitted with 
an altimeter! 

Another gadget for drivers, or an indication that the 
Spanish company is currently one of the real high-fli¬ 
ers in the car world? 

Its UK sales were up 18 per cent last year - well above the 
national average - thanks in no small part to the much-ad¬ 
mired Leon. 

The family hatchback was joined last year by the sporting 
Cupra then the ST compact estate and sales really took off. 

Now there’s another new version, the X-Perience: a ‘life¬ 
style’ estate based on the ST but with the addition of the VW 
Group’s proven Haldex four-wheel drive system. 

It also heralds the launch next year of a new to SEAT 
range of SUVs, due to arrive here next year, which are likely 
to be based on similar underpinnings. 

The altimeter, of course, is a bit of a gimmick. It’s part of 
a digital display which pops up on the Satnav screen, along 
with a compass, when you venture off-road where there are 
no roads to display. 

Since the ST is already a popular model, things are 
looking good for SEAT’S dealers as there is not too much 
competition in this particular class. One of those rivals, for 
example, is available only with a 2.5 litre petrol engine (and 
costs more) while the X-Perience comes with a choice of two 
economical diesels. Both are 2.0 litre turbocharged units, a 
150PS version with six-speed manual gearbox and the up¬ 
rated 184PS engine reserved for cars with the VW Group’s 
brilliant DSG automatic/manual transmission. 

There are two trim levels, with prices ranging from £24,385 
to £28,870. 

While it is a 4x4, the X-Perience isn’t designed as a serious 
mud-plugger but more of a softroader, intended for those 
who’s work or play requires the occasional off-road foray 
such as forestry tracks. 

Recognising that, it has 15mm extra ground clearance 
over the standard ST but the ‘4Drive’ system as SEAT calls 
it is the latest incarnation of the Haldex system which is en¬ 
tirely automatic and helps to keep you safe on road in all 
types of weather. 

Essentially all the power goes to the front wheels in nor¬ 
mal conditions but under heavy load, or in slippery condi¬ 
tions such as mud, gravel, ice and snow, up to 50 per cent 
of the torque is transferred to the rear. Then the dynamic 
stability and traction control decide whether there is more 
grip under the left or right wheels. You can actually feel it in 
action on the loose surface of the forest tracks, pushing the 
car round the corners to counteract understeer. 

SEAT’S engineers have found a good compromise with 
the suspension and damping, so while the car feels quite 
dynamic on twisty B-roads you don’t get your teeth rattled 
when you do venture onto the rough stuff. Both engines 
are quiet, too. Despite their differences in output, though, 
both are capable of averaging 57.6mpg with a C02 rating 
of 129g/km. 

The 150PS version is pretty quick, tackling the O to 62mph 
dash in 8.7 seconds while the uprated version with the DSG 
gearbox is even quicker, at an impressive 7.1 seconds. 

The DSG, dual clutch transmission is a fast and ‘intelli¬ 
gent’ way of changing gears which, in my opinion, is supe¬ 
rior to older torque converter autos - the figures illustrate 
that - and for enthusiastic drivers also allows for ultra quick 
manual changes, using ‘paddles’ behind the steering wheel. 

The combination of higher powered engine and DSG 
adds around £2,500 to the showroom price, which might 
seem quite a jump but it also comes in the model with the 
highest standard equipment levels 

Like the award-winning family hatchback, on which it is 
based, it has plenty of room for five but with the addition of a 
rear cargo area for extra versatility. It holds at impressive 587 
litres of luggage with five on board - more than many big 
saloons - extending to 1,470 litres with all three rear seats 
folded flat. Roof rails add to its load-carrying ability. 

As the new X-Perience sits alongside the sporty Cupra as 
the flagship of the Leon range, equipment levels are impres¬ 
sive, too. Alloy wheels, cruise control, climate control, tinted 
rear windows, touch screen infotainment system and rear 
parking sensors are standard, as well as all the usual items 
such as electric windows and mirrors. 

For safety there are seven airbags and a full range of 
electronic stability and traction systems, plus an electronic 
differential lock and ‘hill hold’ control. 

The higher grade, dubbed SE Technology, gets bigger al¬ 
loys, additions to the infotainment package including touch 
screen controls, DAB radio plus satnav, LED headlights, 18- 
inch alloys, and front sports seats in alcantara and leather, 

And, oh be joyful, there’s a real spare wheel. Those of you 
who have had a puncture and whose car is supplied with a 
foam inflator kits instead of a spare will know what I mean. 

The interior of the X-Perience is a relaxing place to be. 
Roomy, quiet and comfortable with easy performance will 
be features familiar to anyone who has driven the hugely 
popular hatchback, but with the extra versatility of an estate 
which will add to the appeal for family or business users. 

But it also adds the reassurance of a proven four wheel 
drive system which adds little weight and doesn’t sap per¬ 
formance for those times when the going gets tough, wheth¬ 
er it’s winter weather, a muddy camp site or gymkhana field.
